Taylor Tells of His Search for His 


Child. 
W. H. Taylor left Oswego, Kan., Wednes- 
day night upon receipt of information from

At that 
instant a large shell, probably’ 6-inch, 
passed directly over my head with a 
Shriek like a locomotive’s whistle, killing 
the aide who was reaching the order to me. 
I was not down two seconds, but when I 
arose I found three corpses under my feet. 
Where they came from I have no idea. The 
men were not near me when I fill. I am 
told that experiences like that always hap- 
pen to men in battle, but {t was new to me. 

“Being at the head of the line we expect- 
ed that the American fire would be concen- 
trated on us, and the Admiral tried to 
maneuver so that we could ram the Brook- 
lyn. I really believe that our noble Cer- 
vera would himself have gone down with 
‘ublime happiness if he could have de- 


stroyed Commodore Schley’s flagship. 
‘But whenever we headed up towards her 


she swung around and threatened to cross 
our path. We never: got nearer than 1500 
yards. Once when we turned toward her 
a shell from her forward turret struck us 
in the bow, plowing down amidships, just 
escaping the forward turret and strik.ng 
amidships, where it exploded. It tore down 
the bulkheads, destroyed stanchions, pene- 
trated the deck, crippled two rapid fire 
guns, killed 15 or ® men and carried panic 
everywhere. 


AIMED AT THE BROOKLYN. 


“We fired a few shots at the Iowa, but 
three-fourths of our guns were aimed at the 
Brooklyn, which, I am told, we struck over 
40 times. I cannot understand how it kept 
afloat. At one time I know the Oquendo 
and Vizcaya both worked al] their guns on 
the Brooklyn.

4ll our rapid fire guns aloft soon became 
silent, because every gunner had been 
either killed or crippled at his post and 
lay on the deck where he fell.

He sits for 
hours gazing at the sea, with an express'on 
of utter dejection on his face, a broad 
bandage across his forehead covering his 
wounded head, and his lips often utter with 
unspeakable sadness the two words:

HE Eastern Illinols State Norma! University will be opened Sept. 1. It is the finest building of ita kind tn the State, and 
the citizens of Charleston and the rich section of country south and east of the Sangamon River are justiy proud of it. 


Plans for securing it were laid four or five years ago. Their consummation was due principally to the indomitable energy 
of HW. A. Neal, J. H. Johnston, H. K. Dunn, R. 8. Hogden, G. H. Jeffries, Rose Fuller, George Chambers and George W. Parker. 


The State appropriation for the building was only $50,000. The citizens of Charleston, the metropolis of Coles County and Hast- 
ern Illinois, raised the rest. The building is a splendid plece of architecture and is capable of accommodating more than 700 
students. In this respect, as well as in many others, it surpasses the Northern Illinois State Normal University at Normal, « 
suburb of Bloomington, in spite of the recent costly additions, as well as the more modern building of the Southern TIliinols 
State Normal University at Carbondale. The attendance at these two schools became so great that another institution of similar

STEPHEN CRANE.

IN FRONT OF SANTIAGO, July 4.—The action at San Juan on July 1 was, 
particularly speaking, a soldiers’ battle. It was like Inkerman. where the ‘English 
fought half leaderless all day in a fog. Only the Cuban forest was worse than any 
fog. 

No doubt when history begins to grind ont her story we will find that many a 
thundering, fine, grand order was given for that days work; but after all there 
will be no harm in contending that the fighting line, the men and their regimental 
officers, took the hill chiefly because they knew they could take it, some having 
no orders and others disobeying whatever orders they had. 

In civil life the newspapers would have called it a grand, popular movement. 
It will never be forgotten as long as America has a military history. 

A line of intrenched hills held by men armed with a weapon like the Mauser is 
not to be taken by a front attack of infantry unless the trenches have first been heav- 
ily shaken by artillery fire. Any theorist will say that it is impossible, and prove 
it to be impossible. But it was done, and we owe success to the gallantry of the 
American private soldier. 

As.near as one can learn, headquarters expected little or no fighting on the 
ist. Lawton’s division was to go by the Cancy road, chase the Spaniards out o! 
that interesting village, and then, wheeling half to the left, march down to join 
the other divisions in some kind of attack on San Juan at daybreak on the 2d. 

But somebody had been entirely misinformed as to the strength and disposition 
of the Spanish forces at Cancy, and instead of taking Lawton six minutes to capture 
the town it took him nearly all day. as well it might. 

The Other divisions lying under fire, waiting for Lawton, grew annoyed at a 
delay which was, of course, not explained to them, and suddenly arose and took the 
formidable hills of San Juan. It was impatience suddenly exalted to one of the sub- 
lime passions. 

Lawton was weil out toward Caney soon after daybreak, and by 7 o'clock we 
could hear the boom of Capron’s guns in support of the infantry. The remaining 
divisions—Kent's and Whieceler’'s—were trudging slowly along the muddy trail 
through the forest. 

“THEY’RE OFF! SHOUTED THE SOLDIERS. 

When the first gun was fired a grim murmur passed along the lean column. 
“They're off!" somebody said. 

The marching was of necessity very slow, and even then the narrow road was 
often blocked. The men, weighted with their packs, cartridge belts and rifles. ford- 
#d many streams, climbed hilis, slid down banks and _ forced their way through 


sthickets, 


Suddenly there was a roar of guns just ahead and a little to the left. This was 
Grimes’ battery going into action on the hill which is called El Pasco. Then, all 
in a moment, the quict column moving forward was opposed by men carrying terri- 
dle burdens. Wounded Cubans were being carried to the rear. Most them 
were horribly mangled. 

The second brigade of dismounted American cavalry had been in support of the 
battery, its position being directly to the rear. Some Cubans had joined there. The 
Spanish shrapnel fired at the battery was often cut too long, and. passing over, 
burst amid the supports and the Cubans. 

The loss of the battery, the cavalry and the Cubans from this fire was 40 men in 
killed and wounded, the Ist Regular Cavalry probably ouffering most grievously. 
Presently there was a Jull inthe artillery fire, and down through spaces in the trees 
we could see the infantry still plodding with its packs steadily toward the front.

IN FRONT OF SAWN JUAN HEIGHTS. 

At about 2500 yards in front of Grimes’ position on E] Paso arose the gentle 
green hills of San Juan, dotted not too plentifully with trees—hills that resembled 
sloping orchards in summer. Here and there were houses, built evi- 
dently as summer villas, but now loopholed and barricaded. They had 
heavy roofs of red tiles and were shaped much like Japanese, or, better, Javanese, 
houses. Here and there, too, along the crests of these curving hillocks were ashen 
Streaks, the rifle-pits of the Spaniards. 

At the principal position of the enemy were a flag, a redoubt, a blockhouse and 
Some sort of pagoda, in the shade of which Spanish officers were wont to prome- 
made during lulls and negligently gossip about the battle.

Over this scene was a sort of haze of bullets. They were of two kinds. First, 
the Spanish lines were firing just a trifle high. Their bullets swept over our firing 
lines and poured into this devoted roadway, the single exit, even as it had been the 
single approach. The second fire was from the guerrillas concealed in the trees and 
in the thickets along the trail. They had come in under the very wings of our 
strong advance, taken good positions on either side of the road and were peppering 
our line of communication whenever they got a good target, no matter, apparently, 
what the target might be. 

Red Cross men, wounded men, sick men, correspondents and attaches were all 
one to the guerrilla. The move of sending an irregular force around the flanks of 
the enemy as he is making his front attack is so legitimate that some of us could not 
believe at first that the men hidden in the forest were really blazing away at the non- 
combatants or the wounded. Viewed simply as a bit of tactics, the scheme was ad- 
mirable. But there is no doubt now that they intentionally fired at anybody they 
thought they could kill. 

You can’t mistake an ambulance driver when he is driving his ambulance. You 
can't mistake a wounded man when he ts lying down and being bandaged. And 
when you see a field hospital you don’t mistake it for a squadron of cavalry or a 
brigade of infantry. 

As we went along the road we suddenly heard a cry behind us, “O,

After the ford was passed the woods cleared. The road passed through lines 
of barbed wire. There were, in fact, barbed wire fences rynning in almost every 
direction. 

HIROES OF THE PACK TRAIN. 

The mule train, galloping like a troop of cavalry, dashed up with a reinforce- 
ment of ammunition, every mule on the jump, the cowboys swinging their whips. 
They were under a fairly strong fire, but up they went. 

One does not expect gallantry in a pack train, but incidentally it may be said 
that this charge, led by the bell mare, was one of the sights of the day. 

At a place where the road cut through the crest of the ridge, Barrowe and 
some of his men were working over his dynamite gun. After the fifth discharge 
something had got jammed. There was never such devotion to an inanimate thing 
as these men gave to their dynamite gun. They will quarrel for her, starve for 
her, lose sleep for her and fight for her to the last ditch. 

In the army there have always been two opinions of the dynamite gun. 
have said that it was a most terrific engine of destruction, while others have called 
itatoy. With the bullets winging their long flights not very high overhead, Bar- 
rowe and his crowd, at sight of us, began their little hymn of praise, the chief note

The discomfited Spaniards recovering from their panic, opened from their second 
line a most ifurious fire. It was first directed against one part of our line and then 
against another, as if they were feeling for our weakest point, fumbling around after 
the throat of the army. ~ 

Somebody on the left caught it for a time, and then suddenly the enemy appar- 
ently devoted their entire attention to the position occupied by the Rough Riders 
Some shrapnel, with fuses cut too long, passed over and burst from 100 to 20 
yards to the rear. They acted precisely like things with strings to them. When the 
strings were jerked, bang! went the hurling explosive. But the infantry fire was 
very heavy, albeit high. 

The American reply was in measured volleys. Part of a regiment would remain 
on the firing line while the other companies rested nearby under the brow of the 
hill. Parties were sent after the packs. The commands knew with what other or- 
ganizations. they were in touch on the two flanks. Otherwise, they knew arothing, 
save that they were going to hold their ground. They said so. 

HOLDING THE GROUND THEY WON. 

From our line could be seen a long, gray Spanish intrenchment, from 400 to 
1000 vards away, according to what part of our line one measured from. From it 
floated no smoke and no men appeared there, but it was making a noise like a 
million champagne corks. 

Back of their intrenchments, perhaps another thousand yards, was a long build- 
ing of masonry tinted pink. It flew many Red Cross flags and near it were other 
smaller structures also flying Red Cross flags. In fact, the enemy's third line of 
defense seemed to be composed of hospitals. 

The city itself slanted down toward the bay, just a glimpse of silver. In the 
clear, white sunshine the houses of the suburbs, the hospitals and the long gray 
trenches were so vivid that they seemed far closer than they were. 

To the rear, over the ground that the army had taken, a breeze was gently stir- 
ring the long grass and ruffling the suriace of a pool that lay in a sort of meadow. 
The army took its glory calmly. Having nothing else to do, the army sat down 
and looked tranquilly at the scenery. There was not that exuberance of enthusiasm 
which surrounds the vicinity of a candidate for the Assembly. 

The army was dusty, dishevelled, its hair matted to its forehead with sweat, its 
shirts glued to its back with the same, and indescribably dirty, thirsty, hungry and 
a-weary from its bundles and its marches and its Sights. Jt sat down on the con- 
quered crest and felt satished. 

"Well hell! Here we are.” 

News began to pass along the line. Lawton had taken Caney after a long fight 
and had lest heavily. The siege pieces were being unloaded at Siboney. 

At dusk a comparative stillness settled upon the ridge. The shooting sub- 
sided to little nervous outbursts. In the trenches taken by our troops lay dead

The large tropic 
stars illumined the sky. On the safe side of the ridge our men had built some little 
red fires, no larger than hats, at which they cooked what food they possessed. There 
was no sound save to the rear, where throughout the night our pickets could be 
faintly heard exchanging shots with the guerrillas. 

On the very moment, it seemed, of the break of day, bang! the fight was on 
The firing broke out from one end of the prodigious V-shaped formation

* THE CUBANS WORTHLESS AS SOLDIERS. 

It becomes necessary to speak of the men’s opinion of the Cubans. ‘To put #t 
shortly, both ofticers and privates have the most lively contempt for the Cubans. 
They despise them. They came down here expecting to fight side by side with an 
ally, but this ally has,done little but stay in@the rear and eat army rations, manifest- 
ing an fhdifference to the cause of Cuban liberty which could not be exceeded by 
some one who had never heard of it. 

In the great charge up the hills of San Juan the American soldiers, who, for 
their part, sprinkled a thousand bodies in the grass, were not able to see a single 
Cuban assisting in what might easily turn out to be the decisive battle for Cuban 
frecdom. 

At Caney a company of Cubans came into action on the left flank of one of the 
American regiments just before the place was taken. Later they engaged a block- 
house at 2000 yards and fired away all their ammunition, They sent back to the 
American commander for more, but they got only a Snort of indignation. 

As a matter of fact, the Cuban solder, ignorant as only such isolation as has 
been his can make him, does not appreciate the ethics of the situation. 

This great American Army he views 1s furious, too, because the Cubans appar- 
ently consider themselves under no obligation to take part in an engagement; be- 
cause the Cubans will stay at the rear and collect haversacks, blankets, coats and 
shelter tents dropped by our troops. 

The average Cuban here will not speak to an American unless to beg. He for- 
gets his morning, afternoon or evening salutation unless he is reminded. If he 
takes a dislike to you he talks about you before your face, using a derisive under- 


tone. 


DEMORALIZED BY TOO MUCH FOOD. 

The truth probably is that the food, raiment and security furnished by the 
Americans have completely demoralized the insurgents. When the force came to 
Guantanamo to assist the marines they were a most efficient body of men. They 
guided the marines to the enemy and fought with them shoulder to shoulder, not 
very skillfully in the matter of a AR but still with courage and determination. 

After this action there ensued at Guantanamo a long peace. The Cubans built 
themselves a permanent camp and they began to cat, eat much, and to sleep long, 
day and night, until now, behold! there ts 90 more useless body of men anywhere. 
A trifle less than half of them are on Dr. Edgar's sick-list, and the others are prac- 
tically insubordinate. So much food seems to act upon them like a drug. 

Ilere with the army the demoralization has occurred on a big scale. It is dan- 
gerous, too, for the Cuban. If he stupidly, drowsily remains out of these fights, 
what weight is his voice’ to have later in the final adjustments? The officers and 
men of the army, if their feeling remains the same, will not be happy to see him* have 
any at all. It is more serious than these bestarred 
machete bearers know how to appreciate, and it is *he worst thing for the cause of an 
independent Cuba that could possibly exist.

“If any man or woman who has been 
married through the permission of a Hl- 
cense procured from the Recorder's office 
in St. Louis since July 1 were to attempt to 
prove the validity of the union in a court 
on the strength of that instrument alone 
that man or woman would fall utterly.” 

All of the marriages licensed by the local 
recorder’s office in the past two weeks are 
iliegal according to the war revenue law 
which went into effect on July 1. 


This state of affairs is not due to a de- 
sire on the part of the contracting parties 
to transgress the laws of the community. 

The information that the regulations in 
the matter of marriage have not been 
Strictiy adhered to will probably create not 
only painful surprise but consternation in 
the hearts of those now enjoying honey- 
moons in the fancied security of strict pre- 
priety. 

This consternation which will come could 
have been avoided by the expenditure of 
twenty cents in each case. 

The war tax falls on the weak and strong, 
the poor and prosperous, the capitalist and 
the laborer and—the lover as well. 

Uncle Sam requires that each cooing pair 
of turtle doves Who bind their lives to- 
gether before the altar shall in addition to 
paying the customary fee for license. cere- 
mony, etc., contribute the sum of ten cents 
towards the fund for Waging the war on 
Spain in the shape of a revenue stamp 
affixed to the marriage certificate. 

It is plainly provided in the war revenue 
law that a tax of ten cents Shall be 
eessed against each marriage certificate 
sued. 

This has not been done‘in St. Louis. 

Not one single certificate or 
sued since July 1 has been in 
with the war revenue law.

None has been ornamented with the ten- 
cent revenue stamp. 

A penalty of a fine is provided for non- 
compliance with the law. 

It is also decreed that no instrument not 
properly taxed shall be accepted as evi- 
dence in any court. 

Hence a marriage certificate procured in 
St. Loula subsequent to July 1 would not 
establish the legality of a wedding under 
that paper. ’ 

The alae of this fact might de- 
velop seriously in certain cases. Again, 
the result might be only uneasiness or em-~- 
barrasement. 

The reason for the non-compliance with 
the law by St. Louis couples is that the 
revenue law has been misinterpreted by the 
Recorder of Deeds’ office, where the licenses 
are issued. Or at least, H. C. Grenner, 
the Collector of Internal Revenue at St. 
Louls, says 80. 

In schedule A of the revenue law appears 
the following clause: 

Certificate of any description reqaired by law | 
not otherwise specified in this act, teo cents. 

“This clause unquestionably covers mafe+ 
riage licenses,” said Collector Grenner. “A 
marriage license, a certificate, is assuredly — 
required by law. Therefore, a ten-cent 
atamp should be affixed to each lleense ite 
aued. 

“The only exemptions are contained tn 
section 17: ‘That all bonds, debentures oF 
certificates of indebtedness issued by a 
officers of the United States Government, 
or by the officers of any State, county, 
town, municipal corporation, oF other core 
poration exercising the taxing power, shall . 
be, and hereby are, exempt from the stamp 
taxes required by this act.’ 

“Marriage licenses do not come under this 
exemption, and they are subject to @ tax 
of ten cents each.”

WHEAT WEAK AND INACTIVE. 


Declined All the Week until Boosted a 
Little by Corn—Weekly Review 
of the Markets. 


There is little to say of the markets this 
week, with the exception of corn, the only 
cereal which has shown any decided 
strength in the dullest week for a long 


time. 

Wheat has been distressingly weak. There 
has been nothing in it to encourage specu- 
lation on either side. The bulls are afraid 
and the bears “‘dassent.”” Really, the con- 
ditions as at present ascertainable are bear- 
ish. but there is something of the “‘undis- 
covered country” idea which Hamlet feared 
when he had thoughts of sticking himself, 
which holds them back from attempting to 
plunge on the short side any further. 

The old recipe advice, “first catch 
rabbit,’’ is peculiariy apropos to the pros- 
pective wheat crop. The statisticians have 
the figures all right for a record-breaking 
crop—on paper. But the figures are based 
on what the wheat looks like in the field 
The proof of the wheat, however, is in the 
threshing of it, and not in “chewing the 
rag’’—to adopt a we.l-worn, homely proverb, 
and there may be much di-appo.ntment for 
the bears in the threshing. a 

It is not professional “crop killers’ tales 
that threshing is proving disappointing. In 
many parts of Illino!s, Missouri and Kan- 
sas. wheat which looks well enough in the 
fleld and in the shock does not come to 
time at all in thethreshing. The full-look- 
ing ears contain small shriveled kernels, 
besides considerable rust, and there is 
reason to believe that this cond.tion pre- 
vails in much of the territory which had 
so much rain in the ripening period. —In 
any event it is absolutely impossible to 
ascertain the extent of this sort of shrink- 
age until the wheat is threshed out. To 
base calculations on ante-threshing appear- 
ances is to buy a pig in a poke. 

In the meantime July wheat ts 3 cents 
lower to-day than it was a year ago, and 
Sept. is 5 cents lower. The question then 
is whether or not bottom has not been 
reached on the strength of the prospective 
erop, and whether or not the prospects 
have not been sufficiently discounted for 
the present. 

The indications are that the bottom has 
been about reached for the present, Pro- 
nounced bears still talk about 60 cent 
wheat. but they are selling to back their 
judgment—certainly not in large enough 
quantities to send prices lower. 

On the other hand the bulls are afraid to 
operate until the many damage reports 
are verified by the threshing. Te conse- 
quence ‘s a market almost completely st g 
nant, save for the trading of a_ scalping 
nature, selling on breaks and buving on 
bulges, at the crest—for small profits. 

September wheat shows a decided dispo- 
sition to stick around the 65@66 cent mark.

The fear that the farmers would bold back 
their wheat for better prices—as is always 
after a estrone bull year, and es- 
the heels of a corner, does not 
seem to be so well founded. Receipts, 
thourh still slow coming in. show an in- 
erease and a rather general movement, the 
result being @ marked diminution in the 
heavy margin between July and September 
wheat. There is only now 3c difference 
when it was twice that a week or 60 ago, 
and three times that a month ago. 

The slowness with which’ cash wheat 
eame in early in the month led to a@ fear 
of a squeeze in July wheat, and that alone 
kept the price of July away above Septem- 
ber A year ago cash wheat was on a par 
with July, and July only %c above Septem- 
ber.

TRADING LIGHT IN VOLUME AND 
PROFESSIONAL IN 
CHARACTER. 


WAR NEWS HAD SOME EFFECT. 


Wall Street Keeps a Sharp Eye on the 
New Drift of National Affairs 
Growing Out of the War. 


——— 


Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—To-day'’s stock 
market opened under the influence of the 
rather confusing advices in respect to the 
S:tuation at Santiago published this morn- 
ing. It soon became known, however, that 
Santiago had actually fallen, hence there 
Was only a minimum of effect from the 
first disturbing advices. London was ap- 
parently in possesssion of the true facts 
in the case, as the American market there 
Was steady and foreign houses bought a 
few stocks here. ‘The day's market was 
as a whole of the same unsatisfactory 
character as its predecessors of the week, 
fhe trading was light in volume and pro- 
fessional in character. The tone’of the 
market was barely steady, and the final 
changes on the day were limited and irreg- 
ular, resulting chiefly from the usual clos- 
ing of professional contracts at the end of 
the week. 

The bank statement showed a decrease In 
surplus reserves of $3,975,000. which, of 
course, a reflection of the payments against 
the subscriptions to the Government loan 
and other changes. The banks now hold 
$49,366,000 above the lawful requirements. 

Now that the Spanish war is so obvious- 
ly nearing an end, the stock market will be 
without the stimulus it has received from 
our successive victories and the expecta- 
tions thereof. An easy war will be succeed- 
ed by a more or less d-fficult peace. In 
short. it will be surprising, and a matter 
for congratulation if Spain prostrate shall 
not prove more unsettling to the stability 
of the market for securities than was Spain 
belligerent. In a general way it is not 
hard to forecast the immediate course of 
prices, 

On the one hand there ts the Superb ma- 
terial situation of the country. whose 
wealth has found such practical reflection 
as Was furnished this week in the enor- 
mous over subscriptions to the Govern- 
ments war loan and in the foreign trade 
Statement for the ended tiseal vear. On 
the other is the settlement of the tremen- 
dous issues invoived in and created by our 
Victory o Spain according as financial 
concern is occupied with one or the other 
Of these general propositions. so will the 
public be disposed to buy or sell securi- 
ties. The rapidity with which events have 
progressed since May Ist has perhaps pre- 
vented the people of the country from 
forming a proper appreciation of our new 
status a great power. It is safe to say 
that not one person in ten thought of the 
Philippine Islands in connection with the 
long discussed Cuban question until Dewey 
took his fleet into Manila Bay, yet a new 
drift may have been given to our rational 
destinies by the result of the action there. 
rhe Same is true of other phases of the 
national expansion toward which the sen- 
timent of the people of the COUIrAry 
turning. Now the United States, § will 
grapple with all the aspects of the new 
situation as they arise, as other serious 
affairs in their history have been met and 
overcome before. The ability and ingenuity 
of the people are a guarantee of that, but 
the process may not be conducive to stock 
market stability. Even now the market 
reflects occasionally some occurrence at 
the far way Philippines, and {t 1s not In- 
conceivable that thereafter the New York 
market will-have to reckon upon disturb- 
ances arising out of clashes on our new 
frontiers such as frequently upset the 
London and Paris exchanges. The serenity 
of the stock market not, however, a 
point to oe considered in respect to the 
new development of the nation. 

In regard to detailed movementa, the 
market of the week has been the least 
Interesting in a long time. the trading has 
been light in volume and professional in 
character, qualities natural to the present 
Season, but not always attending it. 

Apart from the progress of the war, the 
most important events were the publication 
of the Government's monthly crop report, 
the Treasury's complete statement for the 
fiscal year of the country’s foreign trade 
and the closing of the subscriptions for the 
Government war loan. The superficial ef- 
fect of all these things upon speculative 
sentiment might have been accounted fa- 
vorable, and their showings and results 
justified the most hopeful anticipations. 
According to the Government's percentages 
of area and condition, a wheat yield of 
603,000,000 bushels is indicated, as against 
the Government’s estimate for last year of 
050,000,000. Trustworthy authorities believe. 
however, that the Government's estimates 
for both years are fully 100,000,000 bushels 
below the actual out turn. The foreign 
trade statement for the ended flecal year 
exceeded the most sanguine estimates. 

The country’s exports of merchandise at- 
tained the unprecedented total of $1,231 ,000, - 
OO), an increase of $180.000.000 over last year, 
and of $200,000,000 over 1892 which, prior to 
1897, was the record year. The excessof ex- 
ports over imports reached the enormous 
total of $615,000.000, which amount was with- 
in $1,000,000 of the total of merchandise im- 
ports. The latter were smaller in volume 
than in any year since 1879. with the excep- 
tion of 188. The excess of exports of sil- 
ver was about $24,000,000. Against this we 
have received only a little over $100,000,000 
in excess of gold imports, which leaves an 
apparent credit balance in favor of the Uni- 
ted States of about $540,000.00. There must 
be charged against this the interest due on 
foreign owned American securities, freights 
paid to foreign ship owners and the- ex- 
penses of touriste and Americans living 
abroad. Still, it is estimated that the gen- 
eral balance of the year in the foreign trade 
account will show upward of $300.000.000 to 
the good, The indeterminable charge against 
this credit ie the amount of securities lqui- 
dated in this market by foreign investors. 

The government loan is everywhere ac- 
Claimed a great success. and so it Is in re- 
‘t of the total applications. for aijlot- 
ments sent in to the Secretary of the Treaa- 
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like its strength was spent. It gained after 
the opening, but fell back again. Then } 
got second wind and up it went and It 
rained another % cents over Friday's close. 
The causes given are continued dry weather 
in the corn belt, fears of hot wind, and aj 
renewal of the fore'gn demand, which al- 
wavs falls off in the germinating month, | 
when it is hazardous to ship. 

Bfore being too bullish on wheat, how- 
ever, it should be remembered that the vis- 
ible supply is large. no damage has been 
reported, but only fears of it are mooted, 
and finally that prices are still a good 7c 
round ‘higher than last vear. 

The hay market remains dull, and condl- 
tlons unchanged, except that the local mar- 
ket is being cleared somewhat ’of the old 
and inferior stocks which encumbered it. 

In prices there has been no change and 
the demand is only for good stock, al! 
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others being unsalable at quotations, and 
disposed of only at a sacrifice. '

He 
knew. what he was doing. and was nether 
fr.endly to me, nor under my influence. 
Moreover, it was done while I was urging 
him to proceed with the case. In his des- 
peration he filed a motion to be permitted 
to enter a nolle, which I herwith Ineert. 
verbatim, for the benefit of t»@ lawyer: of 
the State, under whose eves this may fall: 
State of Missour!, County of Butler, es.: 

State of Missourl, plaintiff.°vs. Charles Wear, 
defendant. in the Cireuit Court of Dunklin County, 
January Term, 1894—Now comes W. KE. Renfro, 
Prosecuting Attorney within and for Butler County, 
in the State of Missouri, representing the State in 
the above-entitled canse, and enters a nollie in 
said cause for the following reasons: 

1. Beenuse he firmly believes, and {s thoroughly 
convinced, that a conviction cannot be had under 
the present etatus of the cause. 

2. If a noile be entered, and the defendant re- 
indicted, the insurmountable obstacles that now ex 
ist and hinder the prosecution may be entirely 
removed; and for these reasons it is demanded that 
n nolle be entered. Ww. E. RENFRO 

The reasons given by Mr. Renfro disclose 
the fact that the State's object was a 
change of venue. All lawyers know that In 
a criminal case the State cannot obtain 
change of venue. But Judge Mauldin asked 
of the Prosecuting Attorney if there waé 
any defect in the indictment. His reply 
was, “‘No, the indictment is regarded as a 
very good one.’ Again, when the Prose- 
cuting Attorney asked for the last con- 
tinuanee, the Court inquired of defendant's 
counsel if they demanded a written applica- 
tion. They replied that they would not re- 
quire that, but hoped if the cause was 
to be continued that it would be set down 
at as early a date as would give the State 
time to procure its witnesses. The Court 
then asked the Attorney for the State when 
he thought he could get ready, and was 
coolly informed that he stood upon his ap- 
plication for a continuance until the next 
term, Which was granted him. 

But the statute had run. Defendant asked 
his formal discharge, and was discharged 
from the offense of which he stood indicted. 
Ordinarily the case would have closed 
there—the law had set its seal upon it, and 
it should have ended. Not s0, however. 
Jugglery having failed, the power of the 
great State of Missourl was moved by its 
Governor for the oppression of a free citi- 
zen. Illegal acts were resorted to to carry 
out this oppression. while others of great 
power and presumable legal learning stood 

yy coaching the State and weaving subtle- 
ties wherewith to rob the defendant of his 
life or liberty. A crowning act in this out- 
rageous farce was the calling in of the po- 
lice force of the city of St. Louis to take 
the defendant by force from an officer who 
was taking him before the Court of Ap- 
peals. that the “sacred right" of habeas 
curpus might be heard. 
THE SECOND INDICTMENT. 

After my son's discharge the State ob- 
tained another indictment against him for 
the sarne offense. He was then acting as 
brakeman, running into Memphis. On the 
new indictment Gov. Stone issued a requl- 
sition upon the Governor of Tennessee 
and had him arrested. Upon being notified 
I telegraphed Bell & Horne, attorneys at 
Memphis, to prepare papers for habeas 
corpus, ard that I would be there the 
next morning. When I arrived at Mem- 
phis the petition was atrea'ly prepared to 
present to Judge Gallet @. Before its 
presentation to him I hau aever seen or 
spoken to him. I had no conversation with 
him, and did not certainly persuade him 
to release my son, as you state. The case 
was presented by the attorneys I have 
named Attorney-General Patterson repre- 
senting the State, The testimony was 
given and after an examination of the cer- 
tified copy of the defendant's discharge 
from the Dunklin court, with the statute 
of Missouri! authorizing it, Judge Gallo- 
way again discharged hien. After these 
proceedings were finished I was introduced 
to and conversed with Judge Galloway for 
n short time. He took the same view of 
the case that our Supreme Court does. 

Sheriff Tickell did not at any time go to 
Memphis after my son, as you state. It 
was Henderson, Chief of Police of Jeffer- 
son City. My son was under bond in an- 
other case, and Gov. Stone, in order to 
accomplish the purpose of bringing ‘him 
back, issued a requisition in that one and 
had him extradited, and that, too. while 
the bond was in force and without for- 
feiture. Such might be called oppression 
by some, On pase 998 of the Statutes of 
Missouri the law will be found, which 
reads as follows: “Whenever the Gov- 
ernor of this State shall demand a fugitive 
from justice from the Executive of another 
State or Territory, and shall have received 
notice that such fugitive will be surren- 
dered, he shall tssue his warrant under 
the seal of the State to some messenger, 
commanding him to receive the said fug!- 
tive and convey him to the Sheriff of the 
fame county in which the offense is com. 
mitted or is Dy law cognizable.’ The 4f- 
fense for which my son was extradited by 
Gov. Stone was committed in Butier Coun- 
ty and cognizable to the Circuit Court of 
that county, and neither Gov. Stone. the 
Attorney-General’s office nor Judge Riley 
should have had any connection with it 
whatever.\ Nor was my son a fugitive, yet 
Gov, Stone must have made it appear to 
the Governor of Tennessee that such was 
the case in order that his requisition would 
be honored. If Gov. Stone had disclosed 
to the Governor of Tennessee the fact that 
my son was at liberty and under bond, the 
Governor of Tenriessee would not, in my 
opinion, have caused his extradition. 

Chief of Police Henderson of Jefferson 
City wae the man named tn this war- 
rant as the messenger, and he was directed 
to turn the defendant over to the Sheriff of 
New Madrid County. The Sheriff of New 
Madrid County had nothing whatever to do 
with the case, and it was an arbitrary 
exercise of power on the part of Gov. Stone 
thus to direct the turning over of the de- 
fendant to the Sheriff of New Madrid Coun- 
ty. That, however, is not the only com- 
ylaint that may be made tn this connection. 
Vhen the defendant was brought to the 
eity of St. Louls he was placed in the hands 
of the rome of that city, who put him in 
the holdover with orders that he should 
not be permitted to communicate with anv 
person on the outside, nor was any person 
on the outside to be permitted tea communi. 
este with him, and he was held there for 
three days in that condition and under

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clerk refused to give me any information 
whatever, although I told him that was 
the father of the boy and wanted to know 
if he was there. Gov. Charles P. Johnson, 
who by accident came along about that 
time. was appeal«d to by me to give his eid 
in obtaining information as to whether my 
son was there or not. After a private con- 
versation between him and the clerk, which 
I did not hear, the clerk came to me and 
said to me that my son was there and that 
I might go down and see him, although it 
was against his orders to psrmit me to do 
so. My son was afterwards conveyed to 
the New Madrid County jail, and there in- 
carcerated for an offense not committed in 
New Madrid County nor cognizable before 
the Circuit Court of that county. Thes« 
facts can produce but one conclusion to 
any fair-minded man. Had the defendant, 
my son, been ever so guilty or ever so 
grvat an outlew he was entitled to the 
benefit of the law, and the officers of the 
’ were not excusable in its violation. I 
wish to say but little in regard to that 
of the decision of the Supreme Court 
quoted by you in reference to myself. I 
have the highest regard for that tribunal, 
but recogn.ze that it is constituted of men 


who are controlled by the ordinary laws of 
human nature, which control other men. 
Judge Gantt voiced his opinion, and the 
opinion of the court became the law of the 
State, and to it submissiveiy bow. 
Whether it Is right or wrong it js the law 
of the State, and I shall not criticse the 
language of Judge Gantt. I leave that to 
the lawyers of the State who may study it; 
nor shall I comment on the excerpts, pub- 
lished by you, of the dissenting opinion in 
the case last rendered by the Supreme 
Court, discharging my son. I have not 
seen the opinion, but I take it for granted 
that the dissenting opinion of the minority 
has been more then fully answered in the 
prevailing opinion of a majority of the 
court. These two opinions must stand to 
be criticised by the legal intelligence of the 
State upon thelr merits. I have not the 
time, nor have I the inclination, to trespass 
upon your space fand follow longer this 
most unpleasant incident in my life's his- 
tory. 

I appeal to a candid people to make an 
investigation outside of the current of 
prejudice which has been directed against 
me, and for themselves obtain correct in- 
formation in regard to my connection with 
the case. I feel that I have contributed 
something to prevent the oppression of my 
own child, and 1 would do the same for 
any other man’s child whom I believed to 
be oppressed. That it brought me into a 
contest with the administration of the 
State In which I was born and have lived 
for 68 years, I regret, but it passes into his- 
torv. 

Although there are many errors in your 
article which have not been noticed by me 
in this, it is not because I cannot refute 
them, but for the reason that I have not 
now the time to do so. I deny that I 
knowingly, wrongfully, used the power of 
my office ini the defense of my son.

Chasing wild cats through the isolated 
jungles of Forest Park is one of the diver- 
sions that break the monotony for Mounted 
District policemen these midsummer 
nights, 

These cats are not the kind of wild cats 
one reads about in books written by natur- 


alists. They are simply remarkable exam- 
pies of the evolution of purr.ng kittens into 


herce, untamed specimens of the domestic 
feline tribe. 
Of the 700,000 inhabitants of this metro- 


polis a large proportion does not take kind- 
ly to cats and for many years it has been 
the custom of numerous housekcepers to 
load their surplus cats into the family ve- 
hicle and take them to Forest Park, just 
because It is an easy place in which to lose 
them. 

As time runs along these cats become 4di- 
vested of all of their domestic instincts. 
They climb trees and otherwise demon- 
strate their backsliding from civilization. 

(apt. Peter Reynolds, now in charge of 
the Central Police Staton, but for many 
years stationed in the Mounted District, 
has made a study of the Fore® Park cats, 
and he tells interesting stories of their an- 
tics. 

Capt. McNamee, now tin charge of the 
Mounted District, has suc®eeded Capt. Rey- 
nolads in the work of feline extermination 
and raids are of recent occurrence. 

Stiil, enough of them come back to leave 
little visible diminution of the colony. The 
cats have never been known to do any 
particular damage, yet their boldness is 
such as to attract police attention. It is 
roughly estimated that the colony numbers 
several hundred. ‘They live by feeding on 
fhe scraps of food dropped by picnic parties 

d by preying upon rabbits and other emal! 
animals that find refuge in 
portions of the park. 

Hereafter housekeepers who have cats to 
throw away wll not be allowed to deposit 
them in Forest Park if the police know of it.

Its 
pioturesqueness i» unsurpass*d by any por- 
tion remeining of aberiginal Indian cus- 
toms, It is the “medicine dance’ of the 
Chickasaws, and hag been practiced by 
them for 200 years, yet there are few white 
people who know what the name puchofa 
means. 
Dr. D. L. Jones of Denison, Tex., went 
to Emet, I. T., for the especial purpose of 
attending a “medicine dance.”’ What eur- 
prised him most was the fact that this cus- 
tom should still prevail when the Chicka- 
@aWs are upon the point of being admitted 
as citizens of the United States, being con- 
sidered a civilized tribe. 
Dr. Jones said: 
“The puchofa I witnessed was the second 
one given recently for the benefit of the 
health of Turman Robertson, a Chickasaw 
Indian who lives in the outskirts of Dmet,. 
and has been ill for a long time. 
“For three days before the dance Is given 
the Indian doctor or ‘medicine men’ gath- 
ers herbs and distille from them a sort of 
| medicine used by the Chickasaw Indians 
ever since they have been a tribe for the 
treatment of their sick. The medicine dis- 
tilled from the herbs is used not as the 
physician for the paleface uses it, but as 
the Chickasaw medicine man has used it

He 
boarded with the Yorks and became deep- 
ly interested In the prodigy. He Iinstruct- 
ed him in many things and gave him les- 
sons in oratory. The boy developed a 


wide reputation as a preacher. Some re- 
garded him with wonder, some with awe 
and all with profound respect.

A meeting was also held in a tent at the 
corner of De Hodiamont and Ella avenues, 
St. Louis. with fine results.

Jewell College, the family moved to L.b- 
erty. In the summer of 1895 he made a trip 
out of the State, preaching at Peor'a, Iil., 
Muscatine, Io., 
1896 meetirnes were held in the Baptist 
Church at Joplin, Mo., in which 125 new 
members were added to the church. 

A curious incident in the life of the boy 
preacher is told at East Lynee, Mo. Ray 
York was to preach there Thanksgiv.ng | 
Day. While playing with some other chil- 
dren before services he fell in the mud and 
soiled his clothes so badly that another sult 
had to be borrowed before he could appear. 
This shows that there is some genuine boy 
in the young man, in spite of his elderly 
ways. Among the old and perhaps the su- 
perstitious, one would occasionally hear 
said. “That boy won't live long. He's too 
smart.”’ 

The preacher fs no longer a boy, except 
in size and years. He is atudious and 
thoughtful, and the glasses he wears add to 
the serious aspect of his countenance,

!Dr. Koch's Warning of Threatening Dangers From Epidemics Cor- 
roborated by a St. Louis Phusician. 


ATS are responsible for the origin and spread 
of the fearful bubenic plague thet is devas- 
tating certain sections of the Orient. This 

startling announcement {s made by Dr. Koch, the 
eminent Berlin scientist, who has made a study 
of the subject. and the statement is indorsed by 
prominent St. Louls physicians 


By Dr. William C. Ussery of the 
| Chair of Chemistry cf the Marion-Sims 
| College of Medicine: 


“It has long been known that the fear- 
ful bubonic plague and mta thrived in the 
same kind of places. The breeding places of 
both are in darkness and filth. And while 
Dr. Koch has demonstrated that the dis- 
ease originated among rats and is com- 
municated to the human race through 
them, there is no possibility of a spread of 
this plague in the United Statea. 

“There is more than one reason for this. 
In the first place, the freezing North Amert- 
can winters would kill the germs if they 
were allowed to live ee. long. But health 
departments, with their watchful eye, 
would stamp the disease out, even if 
a case should be imported hére, be- 
fore it had a chance to spread and become 
epidemic. Rats and the plague revel in fiith 
and squalor, and were the plague to manl- 
fest iteelf in the most miserabie and pov- 
erty-stricken nelghborhocd in this great 
city, the authorities eould purify the place 
in so short a time that never could the 
plague gain a foothold. 

‘Few persons have any conception of this 
terrible plague which kills thousands of un- 
fortunate, !gnorant, miserable people every 
year. They cannot conceive it because they 
cannot conceive the fearful conditions that 
exist in the place#\where the plague con- 
stantly hovers. The meanest, dirtiest spot 
in St. Louls is a palace compared with the 
houses of the plague spots of the Orient, 

“There any attempt to cleanse or purify 
a place is resented. The bath is practically 


unknown. All the streams are contam'nat- 
ed. The houses are filled with accumulated 
filth. These are the ideal nesting places for 
rats. Though thousands of them dle from 
the plague, they breed so fast that there is 
no perceptible diminution in their number. 
Rats can breed every six weeks and in a 
yeara rat will become a great grandparent. 

“When they get ready to die they emerge 
from their hiding places and hunt the open 
air. Their carcasa¢s litter the ground and 
the plague poison from their decaying bod- 
jes is in the air and is absorbed by the per- 
sons who come near. 

“The germs of the bubonic plague at- 
tack the lymphatic glands. In the lymph 
are the phagocytes and lymphocytes, smal! 
cells, which float about independently and 
whose mission is to purify and neutralize 
the small amount of polson which !f« being 
constantly produced by the healthy #sys«- 
tem. When one has a ers on the foot or 
hand the glands become jiseased and are 
temporartiy unable to pe form their func- 
tion on account of the megeased amount of 
polsonous material which the iymph flu’ 
has absorbed from the sore. The phagocytes 
and lymphocytes hurry to the Iymph glenmds 
and attempt to carry off the pol*on. They 
may become charged with the poison them- 
selves, and instead of remaining purifying 
agents, become carriers of the poison. They 
penetrate every part of the bedy ani 
wherever they touch, produce a sore or ul. 
cer. The entire body becomes one sore, if 
the person aitacked does not die before 
that stage is reached. 

“There Is no possible way of eradicating 
the disease once it gets in one’s system. 
Many people die before the ulcers develop, 
just aa some people die of sinalipox before 
there is any visible eruption. If the person 
attacked has a strong constitution and can 
withetand for a season the ravages of the 
plague, he suffers a thoveand deathe.’

The chaplain puts the situation of our 
men at Santiago during the fighting on 
Ist and 2d of July in a new light. He says 
our men went imto battle unprepared fo; 
it. They had no rations to speak of, and 
early on the morning of July 1 gave ali the 
water in their canteens wounded. 
Thur they fought all day without water to 
drink.

Fach man had a canteen of water and a 
box of cartridges. They would remain quiet 
until we had advanced beyond thim and 
they were in our rear and would then open 
fire, picking off stragglers and small de- 
tachments with the greatest ease. It was 
impossible for us to locate them, as they 
had smokeless powder, and we could not 
see them in the trees. In this way we lost 
many men.’’ 

“Did you kill a Spaniard?” Mr. Galloupe 
Was asked, 

“I don't know. but I tried to,” -he an- 
swered, “Just before I ®us injured I was 
stand ng near some wounded men, and fear- 
ing that the sharpshooters would get out 
of the trees and slaughter them I fought 
them unprotected. I took a gun and fired 
it in the direction whence the shots seeme: 
to come, moving from place to place to 
make them think we had a strong guard, 
I don’t know that I killed a man, but I 
wouldn't be eo very sorry if I had,.”’

Kubite¢ compensation, 
ehe says, was to be board, lodging and 
clothes and $ a month for pin money. 


He mingled freely with the 
family and whenever we had v.sitors he 
came in the parlor just like the rest of us. 

“Soon after Kubitz came to live with us 
I discovered that the baker's recommenda- 
tion of him was filmsy and that he had 
once been arrested. But Kubitz was such 
a nice man! We liked him and kept him 
in the face of the d.scovery. He had been 
associating with us for some time and in 
consequence had come to be quite a smooth 
talker. I do not believe that he could have 
eecured for a thousand dollars the benefit 
he derived from staying with us.”’ 

Kubitz chaims, though, that Mrs. Whl- 
liams was not prompt in turning over to 
him his allowance of spending money, and 
that a few weeks ago he began to make h's 
requests for back pay somewhat pressing, 
all of which nettled Mrs. Williams, Last 
Monday morning things came to a crisis. 
Mrs. Williams was quietly eating breakfast 
alone and Kubitz came in and demanded his 
money. Mrs. Williams retorted, “If you 
do not hush, Phil, I'l! have you put on a 
rock pile before night. ;I won't stand this 
any longer.” 

Thereupon, she says, Kubitg flourished a 
razor and grabbing a pistol which was on 
the mantelpiece, threatened to kill her. 
Mr. Williams, during all this disturbance, 
was peacefully slumbering in a room above. 
Mrs. Williams, becoming alarmed at the 
threatening aspect of things, called for her 
better half and the much-favored but un- 
grateful coachman fled sans his money or 
anything else but his razor. 

Mr. Willlams was not present at the 
trial yesterday. It was understood that 
he was busy colllecting rent from his 
wife’s tenants. T, L. Leeenan, Mrs. W'l- 
llams’ prircipal witness, testified that he 
bad heard some of _ the threatening re- 
marks attributed to Kubitz, and that they 
were most alarming. 

Judge Peabody did not consider the evi- 
dence strong enough to hold the prisoner 
on a charge of attempting to shoot Mrs. 
Williams, but he was convinced there was 
a clear case of carrying concealed weap- 
ons, and he ruled accordingly. 

Mrs. Williams has hired a new coach- 
man and she says she will be more cau- 
tious hereafter about putting her em- 
ployes upon such a status of social equal- 
ty.

O’Brien Climbed Five Stories 
on a Fire Escape. 


THEN JUMPED INTO 
THE ARMS OF OFFICERS. 


SYSTEMATIC LOOTING OF Ol FICES 
IN THE RAILWAY EX-

CULPRIT FOUGHT. BUT 
AT LAST HE CONFESSED. 


Former Janitor Had Been in the Habit 
of Appropriating Every Poii- 
able Article That He 
Could Find. 


Joseph O’Brien climbed a fire escape to 


the fifth story of the Railway Exchange 
bullding on Fourth street, opposite the 
Planters’ Hotel, at 11:30 o'clock last night, 
calmly raised a window and jumped inside 
the office of P. 8S. Drowne, 
treasurer of the Grand Lodge of Knights 
of Honor and several other secret orders, 
O’Brien landed in the arms of Detective | 
John Gaffney and Patrolman Burke. He is | 
now locked up at the Chestnut Street Sta- | 
tion, charged with burglary and larceny. 
Within the last two months several oflices | 
in the Railway Exchange building have | 
been robbed half a dozen times or more, 


and Detective Gaffney and Policeman 
Burke were detailed nightly to watch the 
building. Last night they were beginning 
to wonder if they would ever turn up re- 
sults and were growing weary, when they 
heard a noise at the window. There was no 
light in the room and the officers stretched 
Out upon the floor, so that the burglar 
would not be frightened away. He sprang 
through the window, confident of security. 

When he realized that ue had walk«d 
into a trap he flew into a rage and tore 
his shirt into shreds, after having flung 
his coat and vest cat of the window. He 
raved and cursed his captore, but finally 
broke down and confessed to the numerous 
thefts. Among other th.ngs he stole a 
notary public sea] and a gold watch a few 
wee ago. There is a safe in the office and 
it is suspected that he was pianning to 
crack it. He is familiar with the lay of 
the land in the Exchange Building, for he 
was formerly employed there as a janitor. 

It is believed that in the aggregate his 
stealings wil] amount to a considerable 
sum. He was not at- all choice in his 
selections. He took office furniture, Jewe'- 
ry or any other thing portable. Aithough 
these burglaries have been committed re- 
peatedly since last spring until last night 
there was no clew to the thief. 

O’Brien is from Missiesippi and la % 
years old When taken before the desk 
sergeant at the Chestreit street station, he 
pretended to be drunk, and had to be car- 
ried to his cell, although only a few min- 
utes before he was able to ciimb the fire 
escape in a surprisingly nimbie manner.

George Haggerty Reasserts 
His Own Guilt.

HE CLAIMS THE OFFICER 
WAS HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


WHILE WALSH STRUGGLED WITH 
A BURGLAR HAGGERTY 
SHOT HIM. 


MANY THEORIES ARE 
ONCE MORE AFLOAT. 


The Chester Convict Appears Sincere 
in His Confession and Seems Re- 
lieved to Know That His Se- 
cret Is Out at Last. 


—-—— a + oe 


Interesting developments are expected 
soon in the murder of Policeman Michael 
Walsh. who was shot under mysterious cir- 
cumstances at Sixteenth and Olive streets 
1S years ago. 

As told exclusively in the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday, A. C. Mill*paugh, chief clerk of 


the Illinots Penitentiary at Chester, con- 
veyed to Chief Campbell information to 
the effect that he had secured from a cone | 
vict in the penitentiary a full confession 
of the Walsh murder. Clerk Millspaugh, 
aboring under the delusion that he m.ght 
reap a reward, declined to divulge the name 
of the self-accused murderer, or any of the 
details, pending substantial assurance of 
r.compense. The name of the convict has 
been learned, however, and it tg George 
Haggerty, who is serving a term for rob- 
bery. 

Haggerty is now itn solitary confinement.

Just why this is so, the penitentiary au- 
thorities do not explain, but it Is presumed 
to be in furtherance of Clerk Milispaugh’s 
effort at secrecy, until he has definite as- 
surance of reward. 

Haggerty’s story is told in the following 
telegram from the special correspondent or 
the Post-Dispatch at Chester: 

“Convict George Haggerty has made a 
confession that he was the murderer of 
Police Officer Michael Walsh, who was shot 
and killed in St. Louls on the morning of 
Dec. 6, 1880. The statement was ent.rely 
voluntary on his part, while he wags seri- 
ously sick a few days ago. The confession 
was duly signed and attested before a no- 
tary public. While the confession cannot 
be obtained for publication from the pr.son 
authorities, and permission is refused to 
interview the prisoner, the details have 
been learned from ouis.de sources. 

Haggerty states that he was a common 

thief in St. Louis and was arrested b 
Officer Walsh, and. sentenced to the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary for a term of two 
rears. 
. While in prison he says Walsh married 
his sister, one being a Catholic ard the 
othe ra Protestant. This fact, together 
with that of hig arrest by Waleh, made 
him his mortal enemy and he resolved to 
be revenged. Upon his release from prison 
Haggerty returned to St. Louis and gan 
a debauch. 

One night he came upon Officer Walsh 
engaged in a struggle with a burglar, and 
taking advartage of this opportunity, he 
shot Walsh in the head. Haggerty made 
his way to East St. Louis the same night 
and thence to Chicago, where he remained 
for nine years. Returning to East St. Louis 
he secured employment at various occupa- 
tions and finally drifted into Monroe Coun- 
ty. where he was convicted on a charge of 
robbery and sentenced to the Chester peni- 
tentiary. being received here April 1, 1896, 

A year ago he was paroled, but deserted 
his employer and escaped to St. Louls, 
where he was arrested and returned to the 
prison here. He firmly maintains that his 
confession ts true and that he is willing to 
abide the consequences. His mind seems 
to be greatly relieved since unburdening 
himeslf of his story. 

Chief Campbell ‘has so far put but little 
faith In the confession Clerk Millspaugh 
is said to have obtained, but investigation 
that is now in progress May put another 
phase upon the case. 

It is a colncidence that Chief Campbell 
was a patrolman when Wa.sh was mur- 
dered. and was his partner on the beat. 
They had been separated only a few min- 
utes when the murder occurred, It is an 
additional coincidence that onl a short ' 
while later Patrolman Campbell was ele- 
vated to the position of Chief of the Po- 
lice Department, and during his adminis- | 
tration nearlv a dozen men were arrested 
for the murder, but there was always a 
lack of convicting proof. Now the climax 
in the series of coincidences comes when 
Chief Campbell !s again at the head of 
the department, after having been a cap- 
tain for several] years, and the Walsh case 
comes up again. It ts the subject of dis- 
cussion among police officials throughout 
the city and there are many who believe 
that in the loitery-like shuffle of fate the 
< tee aed may yet appear and be con-) 
victed, 

The murder of Policeman Walsh was one 
of the most Impenetrable mysteries ever 
known !fIn St. Louis and a half dozen or 
more apparently well grounded theories 
have at different times been afloat. There, 
Was once a story that the officer was killed | 
by another policeman, who Ia now doing | 
patrol duty in an outlying district. bile 
name is on the tongue of all the old-time | 
xossipers about the Four Courts, but there 
seems to be no proof to warrant the ac- 
cusation. As th's story goes, Policeman 
Walsh and the accused officer were ene- 
mies on account of an aggravated difference | 
of religious opinion, and that tbis trouble, | 
trivial enough in the beginning, led to the 
murder.

Syndicate betting will soon be only a 
memory in local race history, for after this 
year’s experiences it is doubiful whether a 
Cincinnati track will ever try to hold a 
meeting with a betting ring conducted by 
one man. Oakley has announced that it 
would close !ts gates for the balance of the 
year rather than give a meeting under such 
a handicap. 

“The syndicate book committed suicide. 
It was not concemned at the beginning, and 
the Latonia meeting in the fall of '97 was 
fairly well attended, with the syndicate 
controlling the ring. Newport opened !n the 
spring of ‘98 with the betting under one 
man, but, after the first two or three days, 
the odds were fairly liberal and the meet- 
ing was the best attended of the year, 

‘Oakley was a tough proposition from the 
beginning, and the ring there gave one the 
impression that somebody had lost a lot of 
money and wanted to make it back, or that 
there was a deliberate attempt to kill the 
game in this vicinity.

It ts merely care- 
lessness, and yet by this neglect they and 
their employers are the chief sufferers, I 
myself and an assistart are willing to de- 
vote a couple of hours each morning to 
the work of educating the green ones, yet 
few take advantage of our offer. Tntil 
such time as the horsemen rea.ize what 
they are missing you are bound to have 
complaints.”

IS STILL ALIVE. 


The Notorious Adventuress Expects to Soon Marry Her Gypsy Lover 
Who Is Suing fora Divorce at Buda Pesth. 
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Why Sagasta Consented to the Surrender of 
Toral’s Army at Santiago.

MADRID, Spain, Friday Night,.July 15—(Message forwarded privately from 
Madrid across Spanish frontier.)—When Gen. Toral consulted the Madrid Gov- 
ernment about the surrender of Santiago, Premier Sagasta saw that it would be 
expedient to utilize the event to prepare the minds of the army in Spain as well as 
in Cuba for the inevitable.

His object was to give the Spanish forces to understand the fate awaiting them 
when their provisions and ammunition fail, as the mother country cannot send 
them assistance. 

The Ministers and the court kept the secret well. Though it was known from 
the dispatches of Blanco and Toral that the fate of Santiago was sealed, it was 
deemed necessary tO conceal the truth from the people until the Gazette could 
spring upon them to-day a royal decree suspending the constitution and placing 
the whole kingdom in a full state of siege, suspending all rights and liberties under 
the civil law and replacing the courts with dictatorial military rule. The Queen 
Regent and Ministers deem this extraordinary regime indispensable to make the 
people and the army accept peace and in order to maintain order against the 
Carlists and the discontented politicians and Generals. This sudden resolve of the 
Cabinet leads most Spaniards to suppose that peace is nearer than has been gen- 
erally expected, or that the situation in this country is more threatening than ad- 
mitted by the official world. 

The inclination toward peace here and in the Provinces is becoming so pro- 
nounced that Senor Sagasta came to the conclusion that he could risk a suspen- 
sion of the constitution, using the surrender of Santiago as an argument to con- 
vince the Cabinet and the regency of the wisdom of direct negotiations with Amer- 
ica, and threatening to resign if his advice was not followed by Queen Christina. 

The first step was taken to-day by the authorities in Madrid and the Provinces. 
There has been a wholesale suppression of the provincial and foreign press teie- 
grams, and hencetorth there will be the strictest sort of censorship for all news 
outside of what is purely official, The Republican, Carlist, Independent and oppo- 
sition press will be mercilessly prosecuted and suppressed.
